The 
drought coming as it dows on the heels of 
last fall's disastrous froste finde a large por- 
tion of the farmers in straightened circum. 
stances, and the failure of thie crop will 
certainly leave many destitute The —- 
reports from many localities in No 
Dakota are more encouraging, but it ls a 
question whether the reports are correct. 
In an interview Major Hawden of the Park 
Red River land company’s farm of 6,600 acres 
stated that one half would never be cut and 
that with the most faverable weather the 
other half might possibly yield from six to 
eight bushele per acre. Gen, Todd of the 
Elgin farm, 8,500 acres in crop says that with 
a good soaking rain and favorable weather 
they might get one third of a crop. He con- 
sidered the damage now done is two thirde. 
W. L. Jones, a large farmer, thought that if 
rain came in a few days he might get we 
for next year's seed, A telegram of ° 
same date from Clark, South Dakota, says 
that the crop in that state will nut average 
over 40 percent, with the exception of 7 
County, in spite of all the rain that can 
before harvest.

MARRIAGE—DIVORCE. 
The Canadian minister of finance, like his 


ription-TWo | colleague of the interior, has been remark- 


able chiefly for the fact that he occupied, if | 
jhe did not fill, an important position in | 
| public life. It has been reported of him that 
he was at one time an apostle of temperance, 
| but as his public course has not been such as 
to justify this accusation it may perhaps be 
set down @8 an invention of the enemy, 
especially in view of the developments of the 
| past few weeks. For, a sober and upright 
walk, ignoring the pleasures of the flowing 
bowl, is generally taken as a certificate of a 
sober and upright walk, ignoring the 
allurements of sin and itnpropriety in gener- 
al. Butif the honorable gentleman’s finan- 
cial or political ability, or the peculiar posi- 
tion wnich he asa temperance man occupied 
in the present Canadian cabinet, did not 
bring him into that prominence which pre- 
ceding ministers of finance always enjoyed— 
more or less—he has by arecent act suc- 
ceeded in securing all the prominence which 
his most ambitious mood could crave,and 
has spread consternation in large irregular 
chunks among his late brethren and sisters 
of the temperance cause, and church going 
people generally, by deliberately and defiant- 
ly violating one of the ten consmandments 
as interpreted by the founder of christianity 
and a8 embodied inthe lawsof Canada. From 
a religious point of view any one of the com- 
mandments may be as important as any 
other of them—or it may not be—but from a 
social point of view some are certainly more 
important than others and of these the 
particular one which the minister of finance 
has chosen to ret at naught if not of first is 
certainly of second importance. He has 
chosen to take as wife a woman who 
according the common acceptation of the 
law and social usage of the country which 
pays the minister of finance his salary, is the 
wife of another man, It is said that a 
Chicago divorce has been secured by the 
woman from her husband and that at any 
rate the man is a rascal and dare not return 
to Canada to prosecute. It ix also said that 
this divorce was procured with the assistance 
of the finance minister. What that implies 
on its face it would probably be libelous to 
say. If a divorcee between Canadians pro- 
cured in Chicago is to hold good in Canada, 
why should not one procured under perhaps 
the simpler forms prevailing in the Sandwich 
islands or New Guinea also hold pood; or 
why should Canada have a law regarding 
marriages atall if the responsibilities in- 
curred in Canada can be legally thrown off 
by merely taking arailway ride of a few 
minutes or hours into the States? In Can 
ada people have not yet been educated up to 
the idea—or at least the laws of Canada do 
not yet embody the idea—that the warriage 
of human beings is no more than an alliance 
between beasts of the field. Itis taken for 
granted that whena marriage is contracted

DEAD. 


Hon. John Norquay ex-premier of Mani- 
toba died at his residence in Winnipeg on 
the morning of Saturday, July 6th. Up te 
the previous Thursday evening he was in 
the enjoyment of excellent health. A post 
mortem examination showed the cause of 
death to be an accidental twist in the boweis, 
which brought on inflamation, A public 
funeral was tendered by the government of 
the province which took place on July Sth 
from the parliament building to St. Jobn’s 
cemetery, and was the greatest funer- 
al that ever took place in Manitoba, Mr. 
Norquay was born in the Red River settle- 
ment on May 8th, 1841.. He was educated at 
St. John’s academy, and was married in 
June 1862 to Miss Elizabeth Setter also a 
native of Red River. In the first election to 
the first legislature of Manicoba, he was 
elected for High Bluff, which division he re- 
presented until the general elections of 1874 
when he was elected for St. Audrews, which 
constituency he represented in the provincial 
house until its reconstruction as a part of 
Kildonan district, which latter district he 
represented at the time of his death. He 
was minister of public works in the first 
government cf Manitoba and remained a 
eabinet minister except, from July 1874 till 
March 1875, until October of 1878 when he 
became premier, succeeding R. A. Davis. 
He continued as premier from October 1878 
until December 1887 when he resigned and 
was succeeded by Dr, Harrison, After ceasing 
to hola public office he entered upon the 
life insurance business,which he was engaged 
in at his death. Mrs. Norquay and seven 
children—five sons and two daughters— 
survive him, and are provided for by a life 
insurance of $14,000. He leaves no other 
property. In person Mr. Norquay was very 
large and stout and generally enjoyed good 
heaith. He was cut off with the prospect of 
a long, active and useful life before him. He 
was of a most kindly disposition and to this 
feature of his character he owed a great deal 
of his popularity,especially with his old friends 
cf the Red River settlement, while his com- 
manding abilities as an orator, a politician 
and a leader of men won him a large and .en- 
thusiastic following among the new settlers, It 
is not given to any lan to secure the uni- 
versal approval of his fellow men for himself 
or his acts. Especially is this the case 
regarding men in public life. And yet 
although Mr. Norquay was in public life so 
long, although it was his fortune to be the 
most prominent figure in Manitoba politics 
at a mostcritical and contentious time, 
although he suffered so shortly ago a most 
signal political defeat, if can truthfully be 


said vf him as if can of few that as 
an honest man in public and in 
private life he earned and received 
the respect of all.

REGISTRATION, 


Ordinance No. 6 of 1888 respecting the 
registration of births, marriage and deaths is 
now in force throughout this electoral dis- 
trict, since the appointment of C. F. Strang 
as registrar. Section six of the ordimance 
provides that “Every clergyman, teacher, 
minister or other person authorized by law 
to baptize, marry ur perform the funeral 
service in the 
registry showing the persons whom he has 
baptized or married or who have died within 
his cure or belonging to his congregation, 
The father of any child must register the 
birth within thirty days. In case of the 
father’s death or absence the mother, land- 
lord or nurse are responsible for the registra: 
tion mm the order given. If a birth has not 
been registered within 30 days it may be 
registered atany time within two years; or 
after two years with the consent of the 
registrar general. The name given to a 
child shall be registered by the parent or 
guardian within two years after the rogistra- 
tion of the birth. If the name is given at 
baptism the certificate of the clergyman 
baptizing must be produced. Every person 
authorized by law to celebrate marriages is 
required to report every marriage he cele- 
brates to the division registrar within 90 
days from date. The oecupier of a dwelling 
in which a death takes place or if the death 
has not taken place in a house then any 
person present or acquainted with the cir- 
cumstances, or the coroner attending the 
inquest if there has been one, must report to 
the division registrar before the interment, 
Any person performing the funeral service 
ever any dead body, unless he has received a 
certificate from the division registrar, shall 
make a return ofthe death to the division 
registrar within seven days after the inter- 
ment, <A duly qualified medical practitioner 
last inattendance upon any person shall 
within ten days after having notice of such 
person’s death, transmit to the division 
registrar a certificate as to the cause of death. 
A death may not be registered after two 
years have elapsed witheut the consent of 
the registrar general, The caretaker of any 
cemetery in which any body had been in- 
terred without a certificate from the division 
registrar shall within seven days forward 
the particulars within his knowicdge to the 
division registrar for registration. An 
error in any entry of birth, marrige or death 
may be corrected within one year by the 
division registrar on enquiry. The registrar 
general shall keepa record of all the births 
and marriages and deaths of which he is 
informed by the division registrars, which 
record tay be searched by all persons, and 
certificates given therefrom to be used as 
evidence in court. If any person required 
by the ordinance to report births, marriages 
and deaths refuses or wilfully neglects to do 
so within the time named such person shall 
be liable for every such offence toa fine not 
less than 31 nor more than 350 and costs, 
It shall be the duty of the division registrar 
to prosecute. The fees for registration are 
10 cents each and are prid to the division 
registrars from the general revenue fund of 
the territories and not by the person 
registering.
